Many 
buildings of historic significance as showing 
architectural growth, are disappearing alto- 
gether, or are being so altered and modern- 
ized that their valte as monuments is ren- 
dered nil. 

Complaint is made that the public is in- 
different. to these things and that civil au- 
thorities share in this apathy toward the 
preservation of monuments. 

Here in California, much has been done 
and much is being done to preserve old land- 
marks of this state’s romantic early histery. 
The old Missions, in particular, are being pre- 
served, as nearly as possible in faithfulness 
to their original architectural design. Native 
Sons and Native Daughters have sponsored 
movements to preserve historic old edifices 
and to mark, with monuments, the ‘scenes 
of historic events in the history of California. 
Daughters of the American Revolution, Sons 
of the Revolution, and other patriotic organ- 
izations also have given aid to these pre- 
servational movements. 

Hearty godspeed to these activities. In- 
tensified commercialism and thoughtless greed 
should not be permitted to rob this land of 
its historic shrines—its noble architectural 
monuments of early days; its birthplaces of 
eminent men and women; and sites of historic 
events. Preserve and cherish these monu- 
ments, so that the memory of the glorious in 
American history may be kept ever green.

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Corporation Encourages Thrift 
(Covina Argus) 

Stock certificates of the Standard Oil Com- 
pany of California have been despatched to 
12,000 employees who, through the operation 
of the company’s stock investment and sav- 
ings plan, have acquired 481,976 shares of 
company stock with a present market value 
of about $28,000,000, is a statement made 
this week by the local representative. 

The plan was initiated by the company 
five years ago for the purpose of assisting 
employees to become stockholders and to en- 
courage thrift. Under the plan the employee 
was permitted to apply up to 20 per cent of 
his salary to the purchase of stock. The 
amount he specified was deducted from his 
salary each month. For each dollar so de- 
posited the company from its own funds 
added, as a bonus, the sum of fifty cents. As 
‘sums sufficient for the purchase of shares of 
stock were accumulated, the ecompany issued 
the stock from its treasury to the trustees 
for account of the employee. Current. divi- 
dends from this stock were applied to stock 
purchases. 

The plan was suspended December 31st 
last, owing to certain conditions arising from 
the consolidation of the Standard Oil Com- 
pany and the Pacifie Oil Company. During 
its four years and seven months of active 
operation the participating employees saved 
about $15,750,000. To this the company add- 
ed more than $7,750,000. Through dividends 
and the sale of rights the employees accumu- 
lated approximately $2,300,000 more, making 
a total of nearly $26,000,000. The market 
value of the stock purchased is now about 
$28,000,000. 

To participate, the employee had to have 
one year of service with the company. Of 
those eligible to participate, 85.77 per cent 
took part in the plan. The maximum payroll 
deduction permitted was 20 per cent of com- 
pensation. The average deduction was 17.54 
per cent,

Boil eggs fifteen minutes, 
remove shells and cut eggs in 
halves, crosswise; slice a little 
vit off bottom to make them 
stand. Put butter in frying pan 
to melt, then add flour. Mix 
until smooth, add milk .and stir 
constantly until it boils; add 
salt and pepper. Stand eggs on 
a heated platter, pour sauce 
over and around them. Serve 
very hot. 


Macaroni Croquettes 

Two cups of macaroni boiled 
and chopped fine, one-half cup 
cold boiled ham or tongue, 
three or four tablespoonfuls 
cheese, chopped or grated; cook 
together one tablespoonful but- 
ter, one teaspoonful flour and 
onethird cup of milk. Mix this 
with macaroni and set away to 
get cold.

Cook » four pounds of flank 
meat six hours with plenty of 
when very tender take 
the meat out and grind real 
fine, add cayenne pepper, salt 
to taste; then add to the stock 
one quart of canned tomatoes, 
two small onions, ground; one 
and onehalf red peppers. If you 
want them hot add more. Then 
add all to the guice left from the 
meat; cook two hours; strain, 
then take yellow corn meal; make 
a much, line your shucks with 
mush with meat in the center; 

Cook your meat the 
day before. 

Rice Croquettes 


One-half pint rice, one quart 
water, little salt, one-half cup but- 
ter, two eggs, a little corn meal, 
sugar to taste, juice of lemon, 
nutmeg to taste; bread crumbs. 
Boil rice in the quart of water 
with salt until soft, add butter 
and eggs, well beaten, a little corn 
meal to taste, also juice of lemon, 
and nutmeg to taste, roll in bread 
crumbs and fry in hot lard. They 
should be formed into oblong cro 
quettes before frying. 


Creamed Oysters 

One half pint milk, three bay 
leaves, a piece of mace, a grating 
of nutmeg, two tablespoonfuls of 
butter; salt and pepper. In the 
milk, heat bay leaves, mace, nut 
meg. butter, pepper and salt. 
When about to boil, remove the 
pay leaves; add cracker. crumbs. 
Into this put the oysters cooked 
in their own liquor until they are 
curled up, drained dry.

The French are lovers of good 
poultry for the table, and while 
they do not have large egg farms 
and make the little white hen the 
total source of livelihood, every 
farmer’s wife takes pride in her 
thrifty flock of fowls, usvally of 
some pure French breed, of which 
there are four. 

As might be readily guessed, the 
French breeds have been develop- 
ed particularly table poultry 
and more for quality of, flesh than 
for size, all that 
the French epicures, rather! 
gourments than gourmands. | 

The largest breed of French or- | 
igin is La Fleche, which is about 
the size of the Rhode Island Red. 
It is solid black in plumage, with- |} 
out feathers on the One of | 
its characteristics V-shaped 
comb. French breed 
which not 
and is a bit nearer 
than the others. 

The Crevecoeurs as admitted to 
the American Standard of Perfec- | 
tion are a half pound lighter than 
the La Fleche, have the V- 
shaped comb, black plumage and 
clean, black shanks; but they carry 
a large, globe-shaped crest and a 
beard nearly hiding the face. | 

The Houdan is probably the most | 
beautiful of all French fowls, with 
its large crest. which makes it look 
like the picture of some old Turk 
in the Arabian Nights, its dignified 
beard and its slender neck set on 
plump and 
Its color black .and 
white or all white, 
Its weight is the same as that of 
the Crevecoeurs, and it has five 
toes on each foot instead of the! 
usual four. 

The Faverolle originated in the 
town of the same name and is | 
said to have come from a cross of 
Houdans, Dorkings and one or 
more of the Asiatic breeds. So 
far as I know, they are the only 
French fowls that sport real color,
